The  first  lorry,  bearing  about 
twenty  or  thirty  man,  neared  the 
town  baa;  in  a  flash,  mounted  and 
town  police,  about  twenty  In  all, 
Strung  a  cordon  across  the  street. 
The  lorry  turned  down  a  side  street, 
while  the  strikers  Jeered  at  the  po- 
lice. More  cars  followed,  and  the 
police  rushed  to  cut  off  a  ntTsglhls 
entry  into  the  cttF ftsas  thsaaw 
vantage  point. 

ATTACKED  POLICE 

One  of  the  lorries  broke  away 
from  the  main  procession  and  tore 
do.vn  the  principal  thoroughfare. 
I  he  strikers  imloaded  and  rushed  to 
where  the  police  were  stationed 
Picking  up  atoneo  and  otabs.  the 
Bklasn  h»da  a  bee-Una  for  tha  offl 
cars.  One  of  them,  a  burly  man, 
more  daring  than  the  rest,  attacked 
a  police  ofBcer.  Two  of  the  oflnoera 
seized  him  and  ru.shed  him  away  to 
the  police  station.  The  battle  was  on. 

From  all  parts  of  the  town  strik- 
ers tmloaded  from  the  lorries  and 
ran  toward  the  battle  zone.  Rocks 
were  hurled  in  the  direction  of  the 
poUce.  who,  foot  foy  foot,  were  locoed 
back  by  the  strikera  to  tba  wall  of 
tba  town  ball,  as  rooks.  pisooB  of 
metal  and  wood  bit  tham.  Betwben 
300  and  400  "Red"  strikers  mlUed  In 
a  Jeering  and  ahouting  mob  around 
lbs  poU -'^  .  ^riad. 

DOfiW  UVOLVfJtS 

Aa  tba  nob  prssNd  tbom  back. 
Mm  police  draw  matvars.  Tbey 
flred  Bbora  the  heads  of  the  rioters 
The  rioters  pressed  on  Blood  be- 
aan  to  flow  as  one  policeman  was 
nit  by  a  piece  of  rock.  The  strikers 
drefTback  as  the  flying  lead  began 
to  take  effect. 

Street  light  standard  globes  fell 
with  a  crash,  windows  were  broken 
and  women  ran  screaming  for  shel 
tor  as  the  aMIaa  tiswime  mora  In- 
tonse.  Tba  aoraaa  of  tba  flxa  staren 
added  to  tbs  noise  of  tba  wild 
ahouting,  and  from  the  flia  ball 
came  the  motor  engine. 

It  was  driven  to  the  nearejit  hy 
drant  across  the  road  from  the 
town  hall.  Amid  a  hall  of  stones, 
six  firemen,  who  manned  the  engine, 
connected  up  the  apparatus  and 
poured  a  stream  of  water  on  one  eec- 
tlon  of  the  mob.  which  by  this  time 
had  almost  completely  ■tiimunil 
ed  the  section  of  tba  town  near  tba 
mtmidpal  building. 

RUSHED  FIREMEN 
The  water  did  not  d*ter  the  now 
maddened  rioters.  They  pressed  on, 
driving  the  flremen  back.  One  of 
the  strikers  fell,  mortally  wounded, 
hit  by  a  buUet.  otbari  oaixtod  htan 
away  as  rsvelm  sboto  caow  thick 
and  fast  The  striken  bore  down 
on  the  fire  engine,  but  the  jwllce 
renewed  the  Are  and  the  strikers 
withdrew,  taking  their  wounded 
with  them.  An  emergenry  hospital 
was  .set  up  In  the  police  .';tatlon.

twe-tbbds  of  tba  world's  supply  of 
gold.  . 

England,  with  only  $700,000,000  in 
gold  a.s  uKuinst  United  Stotes' 
17,000.000,000  in  gold,  found  it  im- 
perative to  abolish  the  gold  standard 
as  a  means  of  exchange,  wltb  the 
result  that  tbe  rate  of  steriinf 
dropped. 

DEBT  REDUCED 

With  the  drop  in  tha  value  of 
sterling,  a  reduetlon  ta  tba  naUonai 
debt  waa  autsnatkally  brought 
about  inasmuch  that  before  she  had 
to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $4.84  to  the 
pound  and  she  now  paid  far  le.s,s,  so 
that  If  the  rate  was  she  would 
be  saviat  ILH  en  every  poand  mt 
owed. 

Tbls  by  no  meens  meant  she  was 

repudiating  her  debte  abroad,  as 
many  of  her  debts  were  contracted 
when  sterling  was  quoted  at  a  low 
level,  .so  that  when  she  returned  to 
the  gold  standard  ta  1MB  SbS  ta- 
cr eased  her  debt. 

Return  to  tbe  told  standard  In 
lOao  was  viewed  by  Professor  Fan- 
as  a  grave  error  and  one  of  the 
chief  oausss  of  the  present  crisis  in 
Great  Brtlatai. 

with  England's  abolition  of  the 
gold  .standard  she  immediately 
brought  about  a  condition  whereby 
it  ifas  more  advantageous  to  buy  In 
the  British  market,  because,  in  the 
Instance  ot  tha  United  Stotes,  tbs 
dollar  would  buy  more.  On  the 
other  band  It  did  not  react  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  Britisher  be- 
cause he  could  still  buy  as  much 
with  his  money  at  home  as  he  did 
before.  Thus  In  one  way  the 
abolition  of  the  gold  standard 
counteracted  the  tariff  and  flav  ef 
money  one  way. 

LOWER  PARITY 
Professor  Parr  explained  that 
England,  when  ahe  returned  to  the 
gold  standard,  should  have  done  eo 
at  a  lower  basla  of  value  than  ahe 
did.  m  oCher  -words  parity  of  the 
pound  sterling  when  England  re- 
turned to  the  gold  standard  In  1030 
was  beyond  Its  proijor  ^alur  In.stead 
of  returning  at  the  rate  of  $4.84,  she 
should  have  returned  to  the  gold 
standard  at  the  rate  of  about  9iM. 

The  tpttktT  could  only  see  one 
solution  to  tbe  "Alice  ta  Wbnder- 
land"  condition  of  flnaadal  affataa, 
and  that  was  cancellation  of  repara- 
tions, otherwise  conditions  would 
StULgo  from  bad  to  worse.  He  fore- 
saw further  depression  in  the  United 
States  and  France,  with  a  gradual 
improving  of  the  employment  situ- 
ation, with  England  on  a  sliver  baals 
and  tba  Untied  mates  and  ftaaoe 
on  a  tdd  standard.

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive of  the  Britl.sh  Columbia  Agri- 
cultural Association  and  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
auditorium  committee,  held  last 
evening,  the  problem  of  the  possible 
conversion  of  the  Hone  Show  Build- 
ing at  the  Exhibition  grounds  Into 
a  skating  rlnk  for  five  months  of  the 
year  was  discussed.  The  audltxirlum 
committee,  through  the  chairman. 
Alfred  Carmichael,  submitted  what 
were  regarded  as  liberal  flcures  as 
to  the  cost  of  the  work,  whkh 
amounted  to  possibly  $60,000.  This 
would  Include  the  full  equipment 

In  addltfam.  the  oonmilttee  sub- 
mitted an  asttanate  of  the  expendi- 
ture from  the  skating  rlnk.  which 
would  be  about  $11,290  for  the  five 
months.  Tlie  e.stimatod  Income, 
ha.sed  on  figures  which  had  been 
provided  by  Joseph  Patrick,  owner 
of  the  former  Arena,  was  placed  at 
about  $19,000  for  the  yearly  season, 
leaving  a  profit  of  $7,710  a  year. 

Tht  committee  admitted  that  it 
had  not  gone  into  the  question  of 
nnanclng  owing  to  the  fact  that 
there  wa.s  no  a.s.surance  that  the 
proposal  would  be  aj^reeable  to  the 
agrlctiltural  a.s.sociatlon. 

The  latter  body,  through  its 
president.  E  M  Whyte.  promised 
that  there  would  be  a  meeting  called 
as  quickly  as  possible,  and  the  mat- 
ter would  be  rally  canvassed  by  the 
dlreeton.

Is  exactly  what  Is  wanted  by  the  pro- 
ponenta  of  a  highway^  commlaslon.  niay  rec- 
ommend that  tha  beard  itMUld  gofam  ex- 
penditures. 

In  matters  of  this  character  there  Is  a  prin- 
ciple Involved  of  a  nature  about  which  there  is 
a  good  deal  of  loose  thinking  in  these  latter  days 
That  principle  is  the  exercise  by  the  legislative 
authority,  with  every  vigilance  and  effect,  of 
constitutional  control  over  public  expenditures. 
This  is  made  apparent  through  the  existence  of 
the  Department  of  Flnanca  and  the  audit,  and 
the  legislative  committee  on  public  accounts. 
It  has  long  been  an  axiom  in  our  political  his- 
tory that  the  best  possible  remedy  that  can  ba 
applied  against  unauthorized  and  unjustifiable 
powers  of  a  Legislature,  is  the  vigilant  exercise 
of  the  Inquisitorial  powara  of  a  laglalature.  Mr. 
Gladstone  once  said  "it  is  undoubtedly  the  busi- 
ness of  the  House  of  Conynons  to  be  responsible 
not  only  for  the  inception  of  an  pUbUe  aq)andi- 
tures,  but  also  to  follow  the  money  raised  by 
taxation  until  the  last  farthing  is  accounted  for."

MOTORING  FATALITIES 


Tlie  New  York  Evening  Post  reports  that  there  were 
one  thousand  more  deaths  due  to  automobiles  in  the 
United  States  m  the  tlrst  seven  months  of  this  year, 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  In  1930, 
the  Increase  in  the  killings  being  nearly  6  per  cent. 
The  Xvenlng  Post  points  out  that  soaaa  of  the  larger 
cities  have  avaided  an  jnoraaai  m  eaaualUsa  by  strtet 
reguiatlona.  but  ihat  the  Stale  of  Oregon  haa  ex- 
perienced a  big  increase,  and  that  the  **iride  open 
.spaces"  are  in  general  responsible  fOr  the  growing 
number  of  deaths.  If  would  .leem  from  this  that  the 
open  road  invites  reckle.ssiiess  and  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  many  motort-^fs  and  that  some  of  them  meet 
with  dl.ia.ster  or  brine  dlsa.ster  to  others.  The  strict 
surveillance  of  the  city  may  have  to  be  brought  to 
the  highway  if  the  killings  are  to  be  reduced^— The

The  activity  of  ttM  Dominion  As 
trophyslcal  Obeervatory  staff,  Vic- 
toria, In  determining  the  distances 
of  stars  was  the  subject  of  special 
comment  by  Dr.  Frank  Hogg,  honor 
graduate  of  Toronto  University,  sub- 
sequently a  post-graduate  student  at 
Harvard  University  and  at  several 
of  the  Buropean  observatories,  In
